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THE  DUTCH  SCHOOL  OF  PERFORMANCE 


In  recent  years,  the  performance  of  Baroque  music  on  original  instruments  (or 
copies)  has  sparked  a  new  interest  in  correct  performance  practices  and  the  re- 
creation of  Baroque  styles  of  playing.   The  latest  and  perhaps  most  authentic 
school  of  early  music  performance  is  based  in  Holland.    Gustav  Leonhardt, 
Frans  Brueggen,  and  the  Kuijken  brothers,  among  others,  have  created  a 
revolution  in  the  interpretation  of  seventeenth  and  eighteenth-century  music. 
Recordings  of  instrumental  and  choral  music  featuring  German,  English, 
French,  and  Italian  repertoire  demonstrate  an  astonishing  expressivity, 
achieved  by  such  techniques  as  a  straight  tone  without  vibrato,  messa  da  voce, 
and  careful  attention  to  balance  among  the  various  instruments. 

To  trace  the  history  of  the  current  Netherlands  school  and  its  unique  approach 
to  music  of  the  Baroque  Era,  there  will  be  four  special  programs  featuring  Dutch 
recordings  unavailable  in  this  country  from  the  collection  of  Joseph  Spencer,  a 
local  repairer  and  restorer  of  old  keyboard  instruments.   Mr.  Spencer  will  join 
host  Katherine  Calkin  to  provide  commentary  each  Wednesday  evening  at  8pm. 
Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  a  comparison  of  Dutch  performances  with 
interpretations  by  other  well-known  musicians. 

Also,  tune  to  KPFK  Monday  nights  at  10:30  and  weekdays  at  noon,  as  Chapel 
Court  and  Countryside  and  the  Noon  Concerts  round  out  this  month-long 
exploration  of  Baroque  music  performance  in  the  Netherlands. 


ULTURAL  AFFAIRS 


This  month  KPFK's  Cultural  Affairs  Dept.  offers  some  quite  varied  and  original 
programming,  from  a  series  on  the  Italian  literary  avant-garde  to  Thomas  Browne's 
Urn  Burial. 

Browne's  extraordinary  meditations  on  mortality  and  human  frailty,  one  of  the 
truly  significant  legacies  of  the  high  baroque,  will  be  KPFK's  "Morning  Reading" 
for  June.   The  statement,  in  Urn  Burial,  of  the  essential  vulnerability  of  man  and 
the  virtues  and  perfections  attainable  as  a  result  of  this  vulnerability  are  certainly 
as  critical  today  as  they  were  in  Browne's  age. 

Two  dramatic  productions  will  air  this  month,  both  originally  produced  for  KPFK: 
"Victims  of  Wounded  Knee,"  written  and  directed  by  Ron  Mclver  (Fri.  June  13,  8pm 
and  Thurs.  June  19,  2:30pm)  and  "Two  One-Act  Plays,"  by  Sam  Eisenstein  (Wed. 
June  25,  10:30pm). 

In  airing  "Victims  of  Wounded  Knee,"  KPFK  will  be  presenting  what  amounts  to  a 
first  in  broadcast  drama.   Most  of  the  historical  material  regarding  the  massacre  of 
Sioux  Indians  at  Wounded  Knee,  S.D.,  in  December  1890,  and  the  assassination  of 
Chief  Sitting  Bull  has  been  virtually  ignored  by  dramatists.    In  keeping  with  the  dis-     ■ 
sident  nature  of  his  radio  play,  Mclver  has  cast  all  Indian  actors  to  the  Indian  charac- 
ters in  the  drama. 

Eisenstein's  one-acts,  "Father  and  Son"  and  "The  Play  on  Orphans,"  establish  the 
destructive  and  all-consuming  quality  of  Anglo-American  life  in  very  direct  terms. 
"Father  and  Son"  was  directed  by  Nicholas  Lewis  and  features  William  Riola  and 
Gregory  Greene. 

During  April,  KPFK's  Cultural  Affairs  Director,  Paul  Vangelisti,  travelled  in  Italy, 
recording  the  voices  of  that  country's  avant-garde,  to  be  presented  this  month  and 
the  next  in  a  multipart  series  "Europe  Mounting  the  Black  Tower."  The  readings 
and  conversations  of  these  poets  and  visual  artists,  taped  in  Milano,  Reggio,  Roma, 
and  Palermo,  will  serve  to  document  the  fact  that  today  in  Italy,  cultural  movements 
exist  which  must  be  recognized  as  among  the  most  vital  in  any  hemisphere. 


HE  LOS  ANGELES  RADIO  ORCHESTRA  AT  KPFK 


Due  to  the  combined  efforts  of  an  unusual  and  dedicated  group  of 
musicians  and  music  lovers,  a  new  musical  ensemble,  to  be  closely 
affiliated  with  KPFK,  has  sprung  into  existence  -  the  Los  Angeles 
Radio  Orchestra.    The  founder  and  music  director  is  the  very  talen  - 
ted  young  conductor,  Paul  Polivnick. 

Not  since  the  days  of  Arturo  Toscanini  and  the  NBC  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  the  1940's  and  '50's  has  there  existed  in  the  United 
States  an  orchestra  devoted  primarily  to  reaching  it  s  audience 
through  the  medium  of  radio,  although  this  is  common  practice 
in  Europe,  Japan,  Canada,  Australia,  and  elsewhere  in  the  world. 
With  the  advances  in  audio  and  FM  broadcasting  technology  that 
have  taken  place  since  the  NBC  Symphony  disbanded  in  1954 
(not  to  mention  the  current  prices  for  tickets  at  live  concerts), 
we  believe  the  time  has  come  to  revive  the  idea  of  a  radio  orches- 
tra in  the  United  States  for  those  hundreds  of  thousands  of  live 
music  devotees  who  for  reasons  of  health,  finance,  or  convenience 
cannot  attend  concerts  in  person.    Not  that  live  audiences  will  be 
excluded,  but  they  will  necessarily  be  small  compared  to  the  vast 
electronic  audience. 

The  orchestra  will  (as  finances  permit)  explore?  new  works  by  living 
composers,  and  from  time  to  time,  the  acknowledged  standards  -  from 
the  18th,  19th,  and  early  20th  Century  repertoire     If  you  would  like 
to  help  out  in  whatever  way  your  abilities  permit,  tune  in  on  Thurs- 
day, June  5,  at  7:00  PM  when  Paul  Polivnick  and  other  members  of 
the  orchestra  will  be  my  guests  for  an  interview  and  question-and- 
answer  period.    This  will  be  followed  by  a  live  performance  of 
Stravinsky's  Suite  from  L  'Histoire  du  Soldat  featuring  members  of 
the  orchestra  to  give  you  a  taste  of  things  to  come.    Join  us  in  per- 
son if  you  can  in  the  KPFK  Auditorium;  donation  is  SI. 00. 

On  the  following  Saturday,  June  7,  at  8:00  PM,  there  will  be  a  live- 
on-tape  broadcast  of  the  debut  concert  of  the  orchestra  which  took 
place  on  April  23  at  the  Bing  Theater  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Museum  of  Art  as  part  of  the  1974-75  Bing  Concerts  and  in  cele- 
bration of  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  Museum.    This  concert  was 
a  gift  of  Anna  Bing  Arnold  to  the  Museum  members  and  to  the 
people  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  Los  Angeles  Radio  Orchestra  at  KPFK  is  a  most  exciting  pro- 
ject that  I  am  sure  will  bring  much  pleasure  and  delight  to  our 
listeners.    Tune  in.  or  join  us  in  person,  and  see  if  you  don  t 
agree.
